This being the first SASS Illinois State Championship to be 
held in Illinois in three years it seemed appropriate to use the title from Gene Autry's 1939 recording, 
“Back in the Saddle Again." . The stage titles and starting lines come from the lyrics of the song. 


Brief Club History 


Illowa Irregulars Cowboy Action Shooting Club is the only SASS-sanctioned Cowboy Action Shooting 
club in the Quad Cities area, and one of the longest running clubs in Illinois. In the spring of 1993, the 
Bartels family organized the area's first cowboy shoot at Saukenuk. This initial shoot was so well received 
and the interest so great that the Bartels approached the Milan Rifle Club (MRC) and asked if future 
shoots could be held at their range. MRC approved the request, and remains the club's home to this day. 
The Bartels selected the aliases of Paul Bearer, Pushes Up Daisies, Mort Tician, and Pearl E Gates. 


There are many other significant contributors to our success, some of which are memorialized on our 
building facades including Filmore (Stage 1 - Filmore's Farm, Feed & Seed), Preemption Judge (Stage 2 - 
The Courthouse), T.A. Spurs & Shamrock Sis (Stage 4 - The Saloon), Sassparilla Ken (Stage 5 - The Gun 
Shop), Trader Dave (the Trading Post), and our most recent honoree Digger Sam (Stage 10 - Peterson & 
Sons Excavating).

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EMERGENCY RESPONSE PLAN

1. Take charge of the situation if an incident occurs that may require assistance. Command at 
incident: “CEASE FIRE! GUNS DOWN! UNLOAD AND REMAIN HERE.” Use one long 
horn blast to alert all posses to cease fire. Air horns are located at the end of side berms between 
adjacent stages (1-2, 3-4, 5-6, 7-8/9-10) 


a. Ifa major injury has occurred, call for help immediately (see #2 below). 
b. Designate helpers if necessary, to include a person responsible for making notes of all 
actions (see #5 below) 


2. To call for help 


a. Call 911. If cell access 1s not immediately available, a responsible person with vehicle must 
be sent to the first location with access to make the call. 

b. Give the dispatcher all information she/he requires. This will include, but may not be 
limited to:

n. Gender and approximate age of injured party 
What happened/nature of injury 

m. Caller’s name and phone number 

iv. Location of people who will direct help to the scene 


3. Render aid 


a. Determine level of care and begin first aid. 
b. First Aid kit and defibrillator are located to the right, just inside the door of the Trading 
Post. 


4. Direct medical help to the location 


a. Appoint and position one person at each location to direct emergency vehicles: 
i. At the Milan Rifle Club main gate to instruct driver(s) to follow the road to its end. 
n. In the area of the benchrest range 
m. Atthe gate to Camden Mills 
iv. Atthe scene of the injury 


5. Make notes 


a. Assigned person from #I above should note the times actions were taken, arrival and 
departure of emergency vehicle(s), etc. 

b. Gather statements from any witnesses to the incident 
Notify authorities if necessary 

c. Inform the Milan Rifle Club Board and complete any required paperwork 
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MAYHEM ON THE MISSISSIPPI 2022 - STAGE CONVENTIONS 


All SASS stage conventions/rules apply, with the following additions, reminders, exceptions, 
and special emphasis items. 


Note: Mayhem on the Mississippi 2022 Uses standardized target colors 


e Rifle targets are black with a yellow outline 
e Pistol targets are yellow with a black outline. 
e Combination rifle/pistol targets are half black, half yellow. 


Additions: 


e All pistol/rifle sweeps may be shot from either direction. 
e Shotgun targets may be engaged in any order, unless specified. 
f ი Stationary/swinger shotgun targets must visibly move to be counted as a hit. 


Reminders: (Just to head off a few of our more “FAQ’s”) 


Staged pistols may be restaged or holstered. 

Rifle must not be shot last (Indicated on directions by “RMNBL”). 

The stage direction “in hands” means both hands must be touching the named object. 
SASS shotgun rules apply - this IS NOT a “plant and poke” range (that local club rule 
was rescinded a few years ago). 


Exceptions: 


A. On Stage 8 ONLY (10+ shotgun), a second shotgun belt and/or extra shotgun 
slides may be worn as necessary to accept sufficient rounds. All other SASS 
shotgun ammunition rules apply. 


B. On Stage 8, ONLY, no unloading table is used. Shooter must “show clear" and 
the T.O. must acknowledge before the shooter turns to move down-range, 
carrying “muzzle-up.” 

C. On Stage 8. It is strongly recommended that shooters NOT CARRY pistols in 


| holsters. If carried, they MUST be cleared before moving back up-range, taking 
| extra time and slowing resetting of the stage. 


Special Emphasis; 


A. Any firearm declared as malfunctioning must be grounded. NO handing off will be « 
allowed. Horizontal surfaces are provided at all shooting positions. 


B. Any such grounded firearm must be handled/cleared only by the shooter after the 
stage is complete. Should the shooter become incapacitated or be unable to clear 
a grounded firearm, only the 1.0. or his designee may handle/clear said firearm.

Course of Fire: Timer will start after shooter calls out “Here comes Santa Claus!
